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AFTER FORTY-FIVE YEARS, 


The Story of an Old Soldier Who Has Wan- 
dered the Workil Over. 

PARKERSRURG, W. Va, June 13.—H. P. 
Maynard, a grizzled and weather.beaten man 
of abcut CO, who was before Judge Conley to- 
day, on the charge of being a tramp, detailed 
to his honor a most remarkable story of per- 
sonal adventure. Hesaid he was born in 
Wheeling, where his fatherat present re- 
sides. At the age of fifteen years he ran away 
from home and followed the river to New Or- 
leans. After knocking about for a time in 
the Crescent City he enlisted in the United 
States army for servicesin Mexico, and was 
wounced and promoted at Chapultepec at the 
same time General Grant got his first promo- 
tion. He fought through the war, being 
wounded three times, on each oceasion witha 
copper ball. He exhibited such a missile, 
which he said he dug outof awonundin his 
leg, where a frightful scar was visible. 

After the war with Mexico wasover, he 
wandered over this country and Europe uutil 
100, when ke enlisted in the union armg and 
served until captured. He was sentto Libby 


prison and later to Andersonville, where, 
in «6©rcommon.)= «Cl With) soothers, he = suffered 
untold tortures from hunger 


and exposure, as well as from two wounds re- 


ceived at the first battle of Bull Run. From 
Andersonville be was sent to Fort Worth, 
Texas, whcuce he escaped into Mexico. Here 


he fell into the hands of banditi, near Sin 
I.uis Potosi. This gang shot three fingers 
from one of his hands before he surrendered. 
After being held in virtual slavery by the 
bandits for a year he escaped, bunt remained 
three vears Jopger in Mexico. He then re- 
turned tothe United States aud joined the 
navy, but deserted off the eoast of Rus 
sia and wandered south through 
Turkey and Persia into India. From India 
be wentto Burman and joined King The- 
ban’s ariny, Where he remained until captured 
hy the British last winter. He was by them 
sent to England, and then came to America. 
He said he was going to Wheeling, where his 
mother, forty-iive years ago, sent him to the 
store to buy a pound of tea. He will walk 
into the house with a pound of tea,and say: 
“Mother, bere is the pound of tea you sent 
me tor forty-five years ago.”’

DRIVING A HUSBAND TO DEATH, 


Suicide of a Young Man who was Deserted 
by His Dride. 

DANGERFIELD, Texas, June 13, 1856.—This 
morning intelligence was received here that 
Benjamin ©, Williams, a highly respectable 
young men residing at Cason, a village six 
miles south, had committed suicide. 

Williams had become deeply enamored of 
Miss Lizzie B. Formley, who reciprocated his 
affection. The parents of Miss Formley, how- 
ever, did not look upon the suit of Williams 
with favor, and forbade him the house. The 
Jevers clandestinely met, eloped and mar- 
ricd ebout a month ago. After the expiration 


of a brief honeymoon they returned home, 


commenced housekeeping, aud apparently 
lived gunite happily. The rancor of the 
bride’s parents. however, had not 


abated, and shortly after the return of the 
happy couple they began their intrigues to 
poisen the wife’s mind against her husband, 
ard finally sueceeded. (ne evening. upon 
reaching home about a week ago he was as- 
tovnded to find that his wife had disappeared 
aud taken all her wearing apparel, leaving a 
rote on the center table in which she coldly 
informed him that she had never loved him, 
and had returned to her parental home. Since 
that time Williams had been*§very despond- 
cpt. Herepceatcdly besought his wife to re- 
turn to bin, butshe alwayscoldly refused. Last 
night be made his last appeal, imploring her 
to return with him. Sheindignantly refused, 
and spurned him. He arose from his knees, 
with his face colorless from suppressed .cmo- 
tien. and calling upon heaven to forgive her 
for her heartlessness turned upon his heel and 
rapidiy walked away. Reaching his home he 
wiote several letters to relatives explaining 
bis troubles: and then, after putting every- 
thing in order, he took his revolver, placed 
the muzzie to his temple, fired and fell upon 
the floor a corpse. The shot aroused his 
neighbors, who hastened to his house only to 
find him dead, Whiliiams was a native of 
West Point, Ga., where bis parents now reside.

The Irish Qvestion Declared to Bethe One Question 
of the Rour—An Able Argument For Justice to 
the Lovg-8uffering Kingdom — Tus 
Keynote of the Campaign—BZtc. 


Lox pon, June 15.—Mr. Gladstone has is- 
sued the following manifesto to the electors 
of Midlothian: 

Gcntlemen: In consequence of the defeat of the 
bill for the better government of Lreland, the min- 
isiry bave advised, and her majesty was pleased 
to sanction, a dissolution of parliament for the 
decision by the nation of. the gravest, and like 
wire the simplest issne that has been submitted 
to it for halfa century. Itisonlya sense of the 
gravity ofthis issue which induces me, at a pert- 
od of lifewhen natnmre cries aloud for repose, to 
scek, after sitting in thirteen parliaments, a seat 
in the fouricenth, ard with this view to solicit for 
affil: time the honor of vour confidenee. 

At the last clem'ion I endeavored, in my ad- 
dresses and speeches, to impress upon you the fact 
that agreat crisis had airived in the affairs of Ire- 
land. Weak asthe late govern nent was for ordi- 
bary purposes, it had great advantages for dealing 
with that crisis. A comprehensive measure pro- 
ceeding froin that government would have receiv- 
(«1 Waim and extepsive support from  with- 
in the liberal party, and would probably 
have closed the Irish controversy within the pres- 
ent session, apd have leit the {parliament of 15% 
free tof prosecute the now stagnant work of 
ordinary legislation, with the multitude of ques- 
liots itineludes. My earnest hope was to support 
the late cabinet in such a course of policy, On the 
“th of last January, the opposite policy of coer- 
cicn was declared to have been the choice of the 
government, the ear! of Carnarvon alone refusing 
toshareinit. The Irish question was thus placel 
ii) the foreground, tothe exclusion of every other. 
The bour. as all feit, was come. The only point 
remaining to determine was the inanuerin which 
it wes tobe deaitwith, Inmy judgment tne pro- 
poral of coercion was not justified by the facts, 
#1 d was deoiwned to certain and diszracetul 
isilure. Some method of governing Ireland other 
than coercion ougbt, as I think, to be sought for, 
andtobe found. Therefore, I viewed with regret 
the tailof the late cabinet, and when summoned 
by berSmeijesty to form a new one, I undertook it 
cntbe basis of an anti coercion policy, with the 
fullest explanations to those whose aid I sought as 
colleagues, when I proposed to examine whether 
it might net be possible to grant Ireland a domes- 
tic legislature, and maintain the honor and con- 
solidate the unity of theempire. 

ihe government was formed, and the work was 
at once putin Land. You will now, gentlemen, un- 
Gerstand how and why it is that the 
aflairs of Ireland, and not for 
ihe first time, have thrust aside every other sub- 
ject, and adjourned ourhopes of u-eful and pro- 
giessive legislation. AS a questionof the first 
necessity of social order, it forees itself into the 
van. The late cabinet, thongh right in giving it 
iliat place, were, as we thought, wrong in their 
mannerof treatingit. If was our absolute duty 
on taking the government, if we did not. adopt 
their methcd, topropese another. Tous, gentle- 
mcn,it isthat thi-~ great and simple issue has 
come upon you, and demands your decision. 

Vill you govern Ireland by coercion, or will 
vou let Ireland manage her ov'vn affairs’ 

To debate, in this address, this andthat detail 
of the jJately defeated bill would only be to dis- 
vuise this issue, and would be as futile as to dis: 
cuss the boiting, stumbling, everSshifting and 
ever vanishing projects of an intermediate Class, 
which -have proceeded from seceding liberals.

THE DRY WAVE 


WHICH IS LIKELY TOSWEEP OVER 
NATIONAL POLITICS. 


A Movement in New Jersey by Which the Ra- 
publicans and the Prohibitionists are Likely 
to gCoalesce—The Intention to Extend 
the Movement into National Politics.

New York, June 13.—{Special.]|—The lead- 
ers of the republican party in New Jersey, or 
the leaders of the leaders, have with more or 
less definiteness committed themselvesto a 
policy, which, unless it is ignored, will make 
the election in the state this fall a novel one 
in the history of politics in the east, and 
obe of great national interest and importance. 
The scheme is nothing less ‘than to pledge the 
party tothe support of temperance reform, 
and attempt to elect a governor—the first re- 
publican governer in twenry years—upon that 
issue. The movement began in a quiet confer- 
ence in Jersey City a month ago, called by 
John G. Foster, the veteran secretary of the 
republican state committee; E. A. Armstrong, 
speaker of the assembly; 7. K. Pangborn, the 
fiery old republican stump-speaker, and editor 
of the Jersey City Journal: and H.K. Car- 
roll, one cof the editors of the New York 
Independent. This conference resolved that 
it was about time for the gin-mill in politics 
to go. With a view of expediting this exit, a 
call was issued for a general conference of re- 
publicans to meet at Trenton on May 26th. 
This convened, but it found the party leaders 
were holding aloft. Privately they 
encouraged the movement, but 
publicly they sought to maintain a posi- 
tion where tkey could ridicule or catch on, ae- 
cording to whether the scheme seemed likely 
to fizzle or develop into a tidal wave. The 
conference was composed of abeut 200 men, of 
an excellent class of republicans, but embrac- 
ing few active workers. A platform was adont- 
ed which denounced in most vigorous English 
the sajoon influence in politics. The activity, 
it declared, of this influence in controlling 
primaries and manipulating conventions 
bad forced the temperance question into poli- 
tics. The republican party could affurd to 
dodge no longer but must meet and handle it 
as a great moral-political question. [or this 
reason the conference urged upon the party, 
ip its meetings and conventions, to declare for 
the restriction and regulation of the liquor 
tr: flic by the enforcement of existing laws, 
the enactment of high license laws, and the 
providing of the machinery whereby the peo- 
ple of each lecality could determine for them- 
selves whether they sbhou!d or should not per- 
mit the sale of liquor within their limits. This 
‘atter is the local option plan, which the re- 
publican legislature had a short time previ- ~ 
ously defeated. 

Tle platform, skillfully drawn hy Secretary 
Foster, who has built the platforms for the 
state for the last ten or fifteen years, and al- 
ways carries an assortment of ready-made 
resolutions in his pocket, made an excellent 
impression. The party press jumped in ahead 
of the leaders, and beyan to cautiously en- 
dorse the movement. Symptoms of a coming 
tital wave appeared, and the leaders have 
leaped for the best of it. 

The prohibition party has been raising Ned 
in New Jersey for four or five years. It wasn’t 
very big at first, and it has not grown into 
anything tremendous since, but there has al- 
weys been enongh of it to make the differ- 
cice between victory and defeat to the repub- 
licen party. The nominal democratic ma- 


jority in New Jersey is a fraction of one per 


cent of the’ total vote. In a straight 
fight with orcinary issues the republicans, by 
their eupericr organization and leadership, 
would overcome this, were it not that for 
every democrat gained, two republicans are 
jest through the prohibition vyote. In Ist 
this vote reached 6,153, its highest igure, and 
tac thousand more than in 1353. when it wa3 
lige encugh to defeat the republican candi- 
aa'e ‘or governor. The very smaliness of the 
prohibition vote has been its pestilential fea- 
ture to the republicans, Long experience has 
mace New Jersey republicans able to stand 


being yored to Ceath by the democratic 
bull. There was some glory in that. But 
to be bitten to death by flies. 


Republicans reared right up and swore a sol- 
cmn cath that the prohibition party had got 
to be smashed. In the two'republican legis- 
latures that bave met since then temperance 
referm measures have been sat upon with 
neatness and dispatch, by all the democratic 
«nd a good share of the republican members, 
The prehibitionists, however, have glorified 
in their martyrdom, and have shown uncom- 
foxstably plain indications of a growth. 

Republican tactics are still to smash the 
third yparty, but the style of pile-driver 
is to be changed. The republican is to 
adept temperance principles and leave the 
third paity ne reason for existence. The ex- 
ploitment is an audacious one,but thereis in its 
favor the fact that failure means the loss of 
nothing more substantial than the chance of 
getting something that the party has not now 
und hes not bad for many a long year—the 
covernor’s office. A party that has nothing 
to leee can afford to risk it allon a desperate 
mcve, 

It is net expected that the third party wil! 
be removed from the sittation by this move- 
ment, or that their will be any great gain of 
yoics from that source. The political gain is 
expected to come from the bracing up thatthe 
party will get by taking square ground on a 
question of mora} and social reform,and mak- 
ing a fight on astraight up agd down issue, 
The cry will be raised that the contest is one 
acainst the gin-mill as a political factor. 
Great care is -being taken to insist that 
nothing like an indorsment of 
prohibition is intended, and the hitterness of 
feeling toward the prohibitionists is more 
openly expressed than ever. 

The prohibition convention met the day 
after the republican conference, and, after 
denouncing the new republican move asa 
trick. nominated General Clinton BL. Fisk for 
governor. Fisk isa great Methodist, and was 
formerly astrong republican and an intimate 
friend of General Grant. He was the one 
man whom the republicans had dreadedasa 
third party candidate,and good reason for 
their dread appears in the fact that astrong 
feeling has developed in favor of the indorse- 
ment of him as the republican candidate. 
There is no possibility of the convention do- 
ing any such thing, but the very suggestion of 
it carries the movement to an extreme that is 
) erilous. 

Up to the present time interest in the fail’s 
campaign bas been a personal one centering 
ebout William Walter Phelps as the republi- 
can candidate for governor. Mr. Phelps had 
said he would runif the party wanted him.. 
and with his pepularity and bis money to 
back them, the party managers trusted to 
nake him en all sufficient issue. Mr. Phelps, 
bowever, went to Augusta to see Blaine a short 
time ago, and when he came back he didn’l 
secm to be wanting to run for governor s0 
much as be hai before. He discovered in his 
district a strong demand that he should run 
fur cengress once more, and altogether mani- 
tested such a coolness thatthe party managers 
became worried. On a purely personal issue 
yo man in New Jersey could command the 
strength that isinberent in Phelps. The only 
things against him in popular esti- 
mation are his bangs and his 
money. Itis generally understood, however. 
tbat recent unfortunate railroad investments 
in the south bave Jargely doneaway with the 
latter objection. The bangs, however. still 
remain, as defiant as ever, though less luxu- 
risnt since time has thinned them out and age 
added the first tincture of grayness to their 
make up. Those bangs have risen like a 
bigh picket fence between Pheips aad many a

The vews that he might not be s can- 
Gidate after all would have completely re- 
versed the situation as to elation and dismay, 
bad it not been for the springing up of the 
temyerance-republican movement. This far- 
nished an jssue Of principle to supply the pos- 
sible vacancy to be caused by the with- 
diawal of the personal issne that it had been 
boped Mr. Phelps would constitute, and while 
the republican leaders are still anxious te 
bave Phelps for a candidate, they aim to make 
the contest one of principle, with the candi- 
date as a secondary matter. 

The adhesion of the leaders to the action of 
the Trenton conference is not yet publicly 
announced, and will not be until the 
preliminary tothe gubernatorial convention 
becomes manifest, but a conference just held 
in a New York hotel has detinitely settled the 
attitude of most of the men who control the 
party action in the state.

The 
great brewers of Newark, more numerous and 
wealthy than in any othercity ig.the country, 
back the association with their money and 
social and political influence, while the 
distilling interest, though little heard of, is an 
extensive and alltbhe more powerful, politi- 
cally for being scattered through the rural 
“apple-jack” districts of the northern part of 
the state. In [essex county, a stronghold at 
orce of republicanism and beer, the republican 
inajority would disappear should the party 
toy with the temperance issue. In thejsouthern 
pait of the state, however, where the republi- 
cans and the prohibitionists each count their 
greatest hosts, enthusiastic promise is given of 
returning two new republican votes for every 
one the Essex county brewers carry off. Im 
Monmouth county, where the democrats with 
2000 majority were yet so weak that they had 
to nominate a prohibitionist for senator, te 
save theinselves from defeat, it is thought that 
there will be a heavy gain to the 
republicans @Cirectly from the democrats in 
case the liberal temperance plank goes inte 
the p'atform. This is also trae in the rural” 
Cemocretic strongholds of Warren and Hun- 
terden connties. Asthe situation is at present 
the repullcansttand to lose the republieaa 
heer vote in Fssex county, and to gain some- 
thing in the 1ural districts.

Their im-' 
terest thus far. however, resembles that taken 
in a Cog upon whom suspected poison is being 
tried. If New Jersey can stand it, the rest of 
republicanism east may try a dose of the new 
snti-saloon remedy for the prohibition disease; 
but the other stateemen had rather let the 
Jerscymen try it first.

Cedartown Advertiser: A terrific wind, 
thunder and rain storm visited our section 
Tuesday evening, creating considerable dam- 
age, especially ina belt through the county 
from north tosouth.

Ihe occasion was certainly 
one cf the happiest ever enjoyed, and Colouel 
Tibbs appeared to be in the prime and activi- 
ties of his younger days.

In 1853-54 he 
was a member of the legisla- 
ture of Tennessee; in 1856-57 he was a 
member of the stzte senate, and in 1802-3 he 
represented the third Tennesse district in the 
confederate congress. In 1-03, he removed to 
Dalton, Ga., and has beena resident of the 
state ever since. He isa marked and promi- 
nent citizen; aman of remarkable mind and 
memory; and heis possessed of strong and 
manly convictions.

‘first thing he wants to do is to persuade 
ere uthat he can ston any time he wants 
to. Hecan not. The Philistines have bound 
him hand and foot, and shorn his locks, and 
put out his eyes, and are making him grind in 
the mill of a great horror. He can not stop. I 
will prove it. ‘He knows that his course 1s 


bringing ruin upon himself. He loves him- 
seif. If he “could: stop &he would. He 
knows his course is bringing ruin upon his 
family. Helovesthem. He would stop if he 
could. Hecannot. Perhaps he could three

Why,there are on the 
roads and streets of this land today littlechil- 
dren, bare-footed, uncombed and 
vnkempt—want ou every patch 
oftheir faded dress and on every wrin-

kle of their prematurely old countenances, who 
would have been in churches todav and as 
well clad as you are, but for the fact that rum 
destroyed their parents and drove them into 
the grave. Orum, thou foe of God, thou de- 
spoiler of home, thou recruiting officer of the 
pit, I hate thee! 

sut my subject takes a deeper tone, 
and that is, that the unfortunate of whom I 
speak suffers from the loss of the soul. The 
Bible intimates that in the future world, if 
we are unforgiven here, our bad passions and 
appetites unrestrained, will go along with us 
and make our tormentthere. Sothat, I sup- 
pore, when an inebriate wakes up in the last 
world, he will feel an infinite thirst clawing 
on him. Now, down in the world, aithough 
he may have been very poor, he conld beg or 
he could steal five cents with which to get 
that which would slake this thirst fora little 
while: but in eternity, where is: the rum 
to come from?

Why, 
ifa fiend came upto earth for some infernal 
work in a grog-shop and should go back taking 
on its wing just one drop of that for which 
the inebriate in the lost world longs, what ex- 
citement would it make there? Putthat one 
drep from off the fiend’s wing on the tip of

When the books of judgment are 
open and ten million drunkards come up to 
get their doom, I want you to bear witness 
that J, this morning, in the fear of God and in 
the love for your soul, told you, with all 
aifection and with all kindness, to be- 
ware of that which has already ex- 
erted’ its intluence upon your family, 
blowing out some of its lights—a premonition 
of the blackness of darkness forever. Oh, if 
you couldonly hear this morning, intemper- 
ance with drunkard’s bones drumming on the 
head of the liquor cask the dead march of 
immortal souls, methinks the very glance of 
a winecup would make you shudder, and the 
color of the liquor woul! make you think of 
the blood of the soul, andthe foam on the 
top of the cup would remind you of the froth 
en the maniac’s lip, and you would go 
home from this service and _ kneel 
down and pray God that, rather than your 
children should become captives of this evil 
habit, you would like to carry them out some 
bright spring day to the cemetery, and put 
thea away to the last sleep, antil at the call of 
the south wind the flowers would come up all 
over the grave—sweet prophecies of the resu- 
rection! God has a balm for such a wound; 
but what flower of comfort ever grew on the 
blasted breath of a drunkard’s sepulchre ?
